Bloody Brigands at Work in the South of 
Ras« Sia. 


Vienna, Sept, 16.—/| By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] Alarming accounts of 
brigandage growing out of the famine, 
come from South Russia. Murders and 
outrages are of daily occurence. Bands 
of starving peasants haunt the roads 
ahn forests of the Caucasus, lying in 
wait for travelers and resorting to pil 
laging and murder, In many villages a 
state of complete anarchy prevails. At 
Elizabeth fifty brigands recently sur- 
prised two houses at midnight, and mur- 
dered twenty-two occupants. A week 
ago a diligence was attacked in broad 
daylight. All the passengers were poor 
women and girls, The brigadds mur- 
dered the former and wutraded the 
latter. 


The Germans in Africa. 

BERLIN, Sept. 16.—lurther details 
from Zanzibar in regard to the disaster 
which has’overtaken the German expe- 
dition under the cinimand of Capt. 
Zalewski, show tiiat while Capt. 
Zalewski’s expedition was at Wahehe 
the chief ruling over that district prom- 
ised friendship to the Germans, but he 
subsequently robbed thirty members of 
the expedition at Mwapa. Asa result 
of this breach of faith, the German 
forces stormed the fortress of the 
stronghold of the chief and succeeded 
incapturing it. While Capt. Zalewski 
later on was Marcliing farther inland 
into the Wahehe country, his command 
was surprised bythe natives and almost 
annihilated. Lieut. Tetenborn is ex- 
pected to arrive shortly at the coast 
with the remains of Capt. Zalewski’s 
defeated corps. 


The Emperor at Muehthausen. 
Menicu, Sept. 16.—The Emperor of 
Germany today started from Erfurt for 
Muehlhausen. The road to the railroad 
station was lined with children who

Corporations Must Meet 
Legal Requirements, 


Suit. Comrhenced Yesterday Against 
the Pacific Railway Company. 


Proceedings to be Instituted Against 
the Electric Company. 


The Attorney-General Will Enforce the 
Constitutional Provision in Re- 
ee gard to Escaping Per- 
sonal Liability. 


The Attorney-General yesterday com- 
menced a suit against the Pacific Rail- 
way Company of Chicago to prevent it 
from operating railroads and doing bus- 
iness in this State, upon the ground 
that foreign corporations organized in 
other States for the purpose of es- 
caping the personal liability of stock- 
holders imposed by the Constitution of 
this State are forbidden by the Consti- 
tution from doing business in this State. 
The Pacific Railway Company is cthe 
Chicago corporatioa which owns the 
cable system in this city. The effect of 
this suit will be to declare the transfer 
from the Los Angeles company to the 
Chicago company void, and reinvest the 
California company with the property. 
This, the cable people claim, will do 
their property no material injury. The 
suit will, however, injure the Consoli- 
dated Electric Railway Company, which 
was incorporated under the laws of Ari- 
zona to escape personal liability. It is 
understood that the Attorney-General 
proposes to proceed against all foreign 
corporations doing business in this State 
whose incorporation has been effected 
in other States to escape personal lia- 
bility. The suit will affect many CORPO 


Yations. 


e. 

It is learned that the present mission 
of the Attorney-General to this city 
was, however, primarily for another 
object. He did not come in his official 
capacity, but for the purpose of taking 
up as attorney a case in which he was 
retained as coiifsel beforé- having been 
elected to his present office. This is the 
case of Hoddley & Hendy of San Fran- 
cisco against the Los Angeles Cable 
Railway Company. The members of 
the above firm became involved in dis- 
sensions among themselves, arising out 
of an assignment made by the firm to 
Joshua Hendy of itsclaim against the 
cable company, and from these dissen- 
sions arose injunctions sued out by the 
firm, as well as by Joshua Hendy, indi- 
vidually, to restrain the cable com 
pany repaying to Joshua 
Hendy money advanced by him, 
and from paying for work done 
by the firm for the cable company. 
The latter company was thus legally 
restrained from discharging debts 
which it was prepared to pay, and thus 
the matter still stands. Joshua Hendy 
now comes forward pressing his as- 
signed claim, and Attorney-General 
Hart is now here in his unofficial ca- | 
pacity—that is to say, as attorney for 
Hendy—for the purpose of trying the 
case which had been set for the 17th 
inst., in Department Three of the Su- 


perior Court, but which, by stipulation, | 


has gone over to the October term. | 
The Attorney-General having already 
determined to bring suits against all 
quasi-foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness in this State, has commenced oper- 
ations on the Pacific Railway Company 


(Los Angeles cable road.) As the Con- | 


solidated Electric Railway Company 


_is notoriously in the category of foreign 


corporations also, it is “presumed that- 
the Attorney-General will take like 
official action with respect to that 
company. In fact, he admits that such 
will be his duty,and that all the teasons 
existing for his action against the cable 
company apply with even greater force 
to the electric company.

The Exhibit to Continue Until the 
World’s Fair Opens. 


Chairman Freeman’s Report of What 
Has Been Accomplished. ' 


A Great Factor in Inducing Immigration 
to Southern California—List 
of the Contribtors— 
Notes. 


Yesterday morning at 10 o’clock 
the Executive Committee ofthe Chicago 
Permanent Exhibit Association met in 
the meeting room of the Chamber of 
Commerce, with Dan Freeman in the 
chair. 

F; J. Smith of Pomona was elected a 
member of the committee in place of 
the late Convers Howe. 

San Bernardino county has fallen be- 
hind in keeping up her share of the ex- 
penses, and J. T. Jarvis of that county 
reported that he and a committee have 
raised the money by subscription, and, 
with the assistance of the Supervisors, 
the indebtedness will be cleared up. 

As the county fairs will soon be held 
all over Southern California, it was de- 
cided to secure as much fruit, etc., and 
send acarload back to Chicago early 
next month. é 

The following letter from President 
Manvel of the Santa Fe system was 
read: 

As you are aware, our lease on the rooms 
in the Rialto building, now occupied by the 
Southern California exhibit, will expire 
April 30, next. 

While this is some distance ahead, we are 
likely to be called upon, in the near future, 
to declare our intentions. 

I therefore bring the matter to your at. 
tention, so thatif the Southern California 
interests wish to retain the lease beyond 
that time, they can make arrangements to 
that effect, and whent am in California, 
the last of this month, I shall be glad to 
talk with you about it. 

After some discussion it was de- 
cided to keep the exhibit open until the 
World’s Fair opens. 

President Freeman, who has taken a 
deep interest in the exhibit and has 
kept himself thoroughly posted as to 
what has been accomplished, read the 
following report: 

TO the Executive Committee of the Southern 
California erhibit: Our exhibitin Chicago has 
now been kept open foroverayear. During 
that time the records show that over 225- 
000 people have visited it; and our mana- 
ger has distributed to these visitors, and to 
others who have written for information, 
over 800,000 pamphlets, papers and circu- 
lars descriptive of the capabilities, climate 
amd productions of the four counties repre- 
sented, and it has been the means of. bring- 
ing several hundreds of people to Southern 
California. 

During this period our manager has an- 
swered over 3000 letters that were received 
by him asking for information about ‘our 
golden country., 

The attendance at the exhibit has been 
steadily increasing. At present it averages 
700 aday, The good that this grand dis- 
disy of our choicest fruits, grains and veget- 
ables is doing this section of country, is in- 


~—~—ealeulable,--The many thousands who have | 


seen our display have told of what they 
have seen to other listening and wondering 
thousands. The many thousands of papers 
and pamphlets that have been distributed, 

have been read and then passed on to be 
read by other hundreds of thousands. The 


result of all this has been that the people 


east of the Rocky Mountains are just be- 


- ginning to form correct ideas concerning 


the richness and the wonderful and varied 
products of our soil. It is just dawning 
upon them that here on the Pacitic slope is 
a region that for climate and productive- 
ness is unsurpassed and unequalled by any 
other spot upon the globe; and the most 
fervant hope in their breasts is that the 
time is not far distant when they can make 
Southern California their home. Prepara- 
tions for moving to this section are now 
going on in many hundreds of Eastern 
homes. 
Already we see the benefits of our ex- 
nibit; but they are as nothing when com- 
pared to the benefits we will receive within 
the next two years. Maj. Truman, our 
manager, in his last report says: ‘‘We have 
sent at least a thousand home-seekers to 
California during the year.’’ Ithas been 
decided, if funds can be raised for the pur- 
pose, to keep the exhibit open for another 
year. Considering the amount of good it is 
doing Southern Caiifornia, there should be 
no difficulty in raising the necessary
